I re- 
plied that if Mr. Blaino was able to per- 
form the onoroaa duties of secretary of 
state he wag surely capable of attend tue 
to presidential taake. 


"I was informed white in Washington 


that President Harrison expressed hie 
regret that he did not give California 
proper consideration in making up his 
cabinet. 


"I aaw the California mining commit- 


tee in Washington and they bad littie 
hopes of getting any relief from the 
present congress, owing to tbe anxiety 
of the Democrats not to paaanny im- 
portant measure. It is well understood 
iu Washington that the Democrats do 
not intend to pass any bills at this ses- 
sion except tbe appropriation bills. They 
do not care to effect any legislation that 
may injure them In tho coming cam- 
paign, and their speeches on measures 
now pending aro regarded an an idle ex- 
penditure of wind to fill in- time."

ST. PAUL, April 16.— This has been a 


week 01 intonee excitement in a doeen 
owns bordering on the raservation, and 
oday tbo towns are nearly deserted. 
During the night there were continued 
cenea of activity aud before 10 o'clock 
ho muddy streets were jammed with 
vehicles of every character. 


At 11 o'clock fully 3000 persons were 
ollected along the reservation at tho 
head ot Lake Traverse, and the cavalry 
md difficulty in keeping the impatient 
rowd in check aa they were becoming 
decidedly uneasy. 


Some settlers' outfits were unique and 


utereetiug. A larpe claim shanty with 
ed window bliuilu on wheels was drawn 
up to tbe line with a family living in it. 
Covered wagons in large numbers drew 
up and prepared for iho rauu. A sack of 
cod, a bunch, of hay and a spade coui- 
losed the outfit of some, while others 
lad a wagon loaded with lumber for a 
ihanty, surmounted by a small stove, 
blankets, chairs, pang and kettles.

I'AKIB, April 15. — The indictment of 


Havachol tho anarchist, and hie five ac- 
complices, including Marictte Loubert, 
mistress of the leader and one of the ac- 
complices, aa presented today gives the 
Irst connected history of tho conspiracy 
In which the prisoners are implicated. 


The facts of tlie case open in April, 


1801, when De Gump, an associate ol 
Ctiaumartin, was convicted of wounding 
a policeman In an affray. The plotters 
met at Ohaumartin's house nnd arranged 
a program of rovongc. The first victim 
selected was Judge Bonojt, who pro- 
aided at the trial which runulted iu Do 
Camps conviction. 


Tho indictment details the story of the 


stealing of tho dynamite nnd tho making 
of boinbf) by Kavachol, who filled them 
with n mixlnre of dynamite, grieontiuo 
and iron. 


The conspirators also planned to blow 


up tho palace station ut Oliuliy.on March 
7th. Ittivacho), Simon and Beatot went 
to tho police station carrying with them 
a saucepan loaded with dynamite. They 
md u number of fuses ready for use. 
When they arrived nt tho station they 
'ound uii ofUcor standing in the doorway. 
Hie presence foiled their design. 


Tho indictment next deUila the ex- 


jlonimi at the residence of Judge Benoit, 
n Boulevard St. Germain, nnU how, fati- 
ng to kill the ju Igo, they mudo a second 
attempt; how Ravachol and hialellow- 
conBpiratorfl, working by recelpta which 
:hoy procured from tho international 
newspaper, made a bomb filled with 
netroBlvcerine.mir-iDg powder and eobas- 
tine. 


Tho evidence of a woman named 


Chevalier is embodied in the indict- 
ment. She describes how, upon enter* 
ing tbe room in which the conspirators 
wore at work, eho B&W Simon holding a 
vessel us largo OB tho crown on a hat 
while Kavflchol waa ponrin^fTlrope o) 
something into a receptacle, ChaumnrtJn 
-,vu« stirring the mixture with a spoon. 


Ravachol, the indictment states, alone 


offontcd thn explosion at the residence of 
tbe prosecutor, Boulot, in Ruo Olichy. 
He placed Lho explosive compound under 
tlio stftircsfio in the belief that none o! 
tho ininfltt.11 of tbo house could possibly 
oecapu death. Tho indictment also ro- 
vcala the fact that tho prisoners wera on- 
pac*-d in a plot to blaw up tho palais de 
justice at a timo when It was most 
crowded.
